1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite and incomplete because it merely recites functional results 
without reciting the structural features that provide such. 

If Applicant is attempting to invoke 112 par.6 the claim should be revised to 
utilize the "means plus function" terminology. 

3. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a chucking mechanism having a disk 
cartridge and a drive spindle contacting the center core, the disk cartridge having a disk 
mounted on a center core, and the center core having a minimum of three protrusions 
on the bottom surface with the lower ends of the protrusions in point contact with the 
upper surface of the drive spindle. 
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5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. All show disk seating systems of interest.
